A  Lewis  David,  husbandman  of  Llandewy  Velfry  in  Pembrokshire 
purchased  for  £60,  3000  acres  of  land.  He  sold  it  to  William  Howell,  Henry 
Lewis,  Rees  Rothers,  Evan  Thomas  and  retained  750  acres  for  himself. 

He  is  described  a  “gentleman.” 

’In  company  with  William  How'ell  and  Henry  Lewis,  he  presented  a 
certificate  from  the  General  Meeting  at  Redstone  in  Pembroke,  South 
Wales,  date  6  mo.-6-16S2.  The  Phila.  Monthly  Meeting  accepted  it.  He 
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was  buried  at  the  Merlon  Meeting-  1st  mo. -2-1707-8. 

Some  genealogists  feel  that  he  was  the  father  of  our  Lewis  David, 
others  oppose  this  idea  and  their  opinion  seems  better,  for  although  a 
Lewis  David,  probably  this  man.  signed  the  marriage  certificate  of  our 
ancestor,  he  gave  cr  sold  him  no  land  and  he  does  not  mention  him  in  his 
will.  He  only  mentions  a  son  James  Lewis  and  one  or  more  children  in 
Wales. 

The  son  followed  the  old  Welsh  custom  of  taking  the  name  James 
(ap)  Lewis. 

We  have  found  none  of  the  forbears  of  our  Lewis  David  and  find  that 
ethers  have  searched  without  success,  hence  we  begin  with  his  marriage.

Richard  Davies  and  Thomas  Ellis  then  wrote  to  the  Chief  Magistrate 
begging  him  to  accept  of  them  and  discharge  the  others.

We  have  been  trying  to  find  her  antecedents  but  we  have  nothing 
definite  to  date. 

We  found  a  Peter  Hunter  of  Middletown,  Delaware  Co.,  Pa.,  who 
brought  a  .certificate  from  the  Friend’s  Meeting,  Balleycaine,  Ireland, 
dated  13th  of  11th  month  1716.  It  names  his  wife  and  daughter  Ann.  He 
came  from  Ballenecarick,  Wicklow  Co.,  Ireland. 

In  1719  his  daughter  Ann  married  Christopher  Penrose  and  she  is 
named,  the  daughter  of  Peter  and  Jane  Hunter  of  Middletown. 

We  find  he  had  other  children  Jonathan  the  Eldest  who  administered 
the  Estate,  Elizabeth  who  mairied  George  Aston,  (said  to  have  built  the 
Hunt  Mansion  west  of  Downingtown,  Penna.) 

Peter  Hunter  married  2nd.  Esther  who  after  his  death  married  John 
Hurford. 

6-31-1724,  “A  certificate  on  ye  behalf  of  Jane  Hunter  from  ye  month¬ 
ly  meeting  at  Ballycaine  in  the  County  of  Wicklow  in  ye  Kingdom  of  Ire¬ 
land,  being  produced  at  this  meeting  was  read  and  accepted  of.”

It  says  that  “Jane  Hunter  was  convinced  amongst  us,  and*  behaved  her¬ 
self  so  as  inprofscs  of  time  she  became  a  member  of  our  women’s  meeting, 
Avhich  privilege  she  had  when  she  left  us.  She  being  removed  hence  and 
gone  to  you  we  recommend  her  to  your  care  etc.”  (Cope’s  Family  Data) 

This  was  hardly  the  wife  of  Peter,  a  Jane  Hunter  too,  for  his  certifi¬ 
cate  mentions  his  wife. 

Jane  Hunter  Sterling  is  buried  in  a  Presbyterian  graveyard  hence  if 
it  wras  her  certificate,  she  withdrew  from  the  Friends. 

We  find  no  record  of  her  being  disowned. 

There  is  a  tradition  in  the  family  that  while  crossing  the  ocean,  when 
a  child,  she  was  washed  overboard,  but  her  ample  skirts  caught  cn  a  peg 
and  held  her  until  she  was  pulled  back  on  deck.

In  “A  History  of  Mercer  County,  New  Jersey”  by  Francis  Bazley  Lee 
is  a  history  of  John  Wesley  Ward  A.  M->  M.  D. 

He  was  a  descendant  of  James  Sterling  of  Burlington,  New  Jersey. 

The  account  says  of  James  Sterling  “was  born  in  Coleraine,  in  the 
North  of  Ireland,  Jan.  6th,  1742  and  came  to  America  at  the  age  of 
twelve  years. 

He  first  lived  in  Philadelphia  for  a  number  of  years  and  then  removed 
to  Burlington  Co.,  New  Jersey  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

He  was  actively  engaged  in  the  Continental  Army  during  the  Revolu- 
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lion” 

If  this  is  true  his  parents  were  married  in  Ireland. 

We  will  investigate  further,  for  this  is  not  in  keeping  with  Mrs.  Cath¬ 
erine  Shceder’s  records  as  quoted  in  the  Sterling  record,

Since  finding  the  letter  copied  below,  we  have  been  searching  Ken¬ 
tucky  records.  We  find  the  Dinwiddie  Marriage  recorded  in  Fayette  Coun¬ 
ty,  Kentucky,  Dec.  31,  1795. 

There  are  a  number  of  Johnsons  and  Johnstons  in  that  region,  but 
to  date  we  have  not  identified  our  relatives. 

WILLIAM  born  1732.  Died  April  27-1810.  buried  Brandywine  Manor. 
Whether  he  emigrated  from  abroad  or  belonged  to  one  of  the  many  families 
previously  settled  in  America  is  not  definitely  known.  Married  AGNES.

Manor. 

In  the  year  1773  they  purchased  a  farm  of  100  acres  in  East  Cain 
(now  East  Brandywine)  Township,  Chester  County,  just  north  of  Guth- 
rieville.  This  farm  is  now  (1933)  occupied  by  his  great  great  grandson 
Walter  R.  Hughes. 

Deed  Sept.  28,  1773,  Leonard  Wilkins  and  Mary,  wife,  East  Cain, 
wheelright,  to  William  Johnston,  shoemaker,  of  same  township  by  deed 
of  above  date,  placed  on  record  in  West  Chester  June  23,  1797. 

This  land  he  bequeathed  to  his  son  Robert. 

On  May  4,  1790  in  connection  with  his  son-in-law  Alexander  Marshall, 
he  purchased  from  the  heirs  of  William  Penn  a  tract  of  land  on  the  Brandy¬ 
wine  in  West  Nantmeal  (now  Wallace)  Township.  This  was  under  date 
of  Aug.  6,  1792  divided  between  them,  and  William  deeded  his  porton  on 
March  30,  1805  to  his  son  John.  This  farm  is  now  in  possession  of  his 
great  great  grandson  C.  Wesley  Johnson,  having  never  been  outside  the 
family.

We  were  fortunate  enough  to  find  many  records  of  John  Johnston, 
who  was  an  overseer  of  the  poor. 

We  insert  a  letter,  an  indenture  and  a  physician’s  bill  to  him,  all  of 
which  have  historical  interest.

Dear  Cousin  It  was  wTith  no  Small  Degree  of  Pleasure  that  I  Received  Your 
Letter  Which  Informed  me  of  Your  Welfare,  though  I  Could  not  help 
thinking  it  was  very  Long  aComing;  Yet  I  Still  endeavored  to  form  an 
Excuse  for  you,  if  it  was  only  this,  that  persons  being  Deeply  Involved  in 
the  Cares  of  the  world,  their  minds  will  find  Something  more  necefsary  to 
be  employed  About,  than  thinking  of  Distant  Relations — I  am  Informed 
the  Smiles  of  Providence  have  blest  You  with  a  Young  Son;  of  Which  I 
Wish  you  Great  Jcy— I  am  at  present  in  Good  health  and  the  rest  of  the 
family(  which  are  now  but  few  in  Number!  are  in  their  usual  State  of 
health.  My  Sister  Jenny  was  married  (as  I  Suppose  you  have  heard)  Last 
Christmas  was  a  Year  to  a  Certain  Archibald  Dunwiddie  She  has  last 
winter  had  a  Son  but  he  Died  They  were  well  the  Last  Account  My  Sister 
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Mary  was  Married  the  23  of  Last  May  to  a  Certain  Charles  McCord ;  they 
were  well  a  few  Days  ago.  I  understand  by  Your  Letter  that  you  have 
some  Expectation  of  leaving 'that  part  of  the  world  where  you  are  now 
resident:  And  for  my  part  I  think  you  would  be  much  in  the  Right  to  Do 
so  Even  Supposing  You  had  Land  of  Your  Own  and  much  more  so  when 
it  Does  net  Appear  to  be  the  Case— But  You  may  say  where  Should  I  go — 
this  I  Cannot  tell  you — were  I  to  advise  you  to  Come  to  this  Country,  You 
might  Suppose  it  was  from  Sinister  motives  that  because  I  Live  here  my¬ 
self  I  would  wish  to  have  others  of  my  relations  whom  I  respected,  to  Live 
near  me— Although  this  might  be,  and  verry  Likely  is  the  Case  Yet  I 
would  not  wish  it  on  any  other  terms  than  to  have  them  as  well  Satisfied 
as  I  would  be  This  Country  is  however  in  my  Opinion  (both  from  what  I 
have  Seen  and  heard)  the  best  place  you  Could  Go  to  And  I  am  Persuaded 
that  were  I  in  Your  Situation  I  would  Do  my  endeavor  to  be  here  as  Soon 
as  Pofsible  You  mentioned  Your  attatchement  to  the  old  worn  out  hills 
As  you  were  pleased  (I  Believe)  very  Juftly  to  term  them  As  A  Barrier 
in  the  way  to  the  Advantages  which  might  arise  frem  a  Removal.  But  per¬ 
haps  there  is  Another  Attatchment,  as  much  in  the  way  as  that;  You  are 
attatched  to  Your  Relations;  You  Cannot  think  of  leaving  them- — but  if 
You  would  give  me  the  liberty  to  think  for  You,  I  would  think  that  they 
would  be  coming  after  ycu  in  a  short  time.  But  Still  You  are  leaving  Your 
Aged  Father  and  Mother;  these  You  are  sure  cannot  come  after  you  and 
if  You  leave  them  Don’t  know  if  you  will  ever  See  them  Again  this  is  cer¬ 
tainly  A  Weighty  Consideration,  but  You  are  Leaving  them  in  the  hands 
of  him  who  made  them  And  is  Still  able  to  provide  for  them.  But  I  need 
not  trouble  You  with  trifling  and  unnefsefsary  Argument  on  this  Subject 
for  if  You  Can  once  Get  Your  own  Consent,  together  with  the  Consent  of 
the  Partner  of  Your  Earthly  Joys;  Other  Obstacles  will  be  the  Easier 
Come  Over  You  will  Please  to  write  to  me  with  the  first  Opportunity  and 
Inform  me  if  You  have  any  Design  of  Coming  to  this  Country  Please  to 
give  my  respects  to  my  Uncle  Aunt  &  Cousins  I  Conclude  with  Subscrib¬ 
ing  myself  Your  Affectionate  Cousin

Clothes  sutable  for  Sundays  and  give  Said  apprentice  Six  weeks  Schooling 
each  year.

The  Littlers  were  native  in  Cheshire,  around  Frodsham,  England. 
According  to  A.  R.  Justice,  Samuel  Littler  who  settled  in  Nottingham, 
Chester  County,  Penna.,  was  the  son  of  William  Littler  of  Frodsham, 
England.  Samuel  may  be  the  brother  of  our  William.  The  former  was  a 
Friend  but  William  evidently  was  not. 

George  Ormerod,  History  of  Palatine  and  City  of  Chester,  also  Omer- 
od’s  Genealogy  gives  information  about  the  Littlers. 

William  Littler  was  on  tax  list  Cain  1726;  W.  Cain  1730-35.;  E.  Cain 
1740-63.  Futhey  and  Cope  History,  Chester  County,  Penna.  Page  192 — 
Land  purchased  by  N.  Newlin  from  Society  of  Free  Traders.  Indians  com¬ 
plained  that  promises  to  stay  off  their  land  on  Brandywine,  had  been  brok¬ 
en  and  their  town  at  the  head  of  Brandywine,  where  “Indiantown  School- 
house, now  stands,  Wallace  Township  had  been  surveyed.  Up  to  about 
1738  Settlers  here  were  assessed.  Marlborough  or  Bradford  according  as 
North  or  South  of  Brandywine. 

In  Feb.  1740-1741  petitioned  for  Township  and  Newlin,  (Newlinton) 
was  formed.  In  1739  “Society  Rate,”  is  William  Littler.  He  purchased  tract 
of  land  in  1752,  from  Thomas  Love,  to  whom  it  had  been  deeded  in  1744’ 
by  representatives  of  Penn’s.

All  the  heirs  were  summoned  to  appear  on  Nov.  27/ 

As  some  did  not  appear  on  that  date,  the  Court  authorized  the  Ad¬ 
ministrator  William  Moore  to  sell  the  land  at  public  sale.  This  was  done 
on  March  15,  1810,  and  the  property  was  sold  to  Adam  Moore. 

The  sale  was  approved  by  the  Court  April  17,  1810. 

John  Graham  of  Crawford  County,  Penna.  and  Margaret  his  wife 
signed  a  release  to  William  Moore,  Administrator,  under  date  of  April  18, 
1810  acknowledging  receipt  in  full  of  £65  11s  9d. 

James  Moore,  of  Baltimore  County,  Md.,  cn  same  day  signed  a  similar 
release  for  the  same  amount.

I  have  received  all  your  loving  letters  with  great  satisfaction  and  was 
very  glad  and  thankful  to  hear  of  your  welfare  and  that  you  are  all  in  a 
way  of  life  to  mantain  yourselves  by  an  honest  calling. 

My  Dear  Son  Thomas :- . 

I  am  glad  that  the  Lord  hath  prospered  Ye  Labour  of  your  Hands  to 
build  you  a  mill  and  wish  it  may  be  attended  with  Gods  Blessing;  it  was 
particular  pleasure  to  me  to  hear  that  you  have  a  Loving  wife  whom  I  also 
shall  love  as  a  mother  tho*  unknown  in  person.  I  heartily  wish  that  Love 
and  heartiness  may  Continue  between  you  if  you  should  live  together  till 
!  you  are  100  years  old.  I  know  what  will  make  that  Love  Lasting  and  that 
i  is  the  precious  cementing  Blood  of  our  Dear  Saviour  which  he  shed  to  Re- 
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deem  us  and  to  bind  our  souls  to  him  and  to  one  another.  Was  I  to  see 
you  I  would  tell  you  a  great  deal  more  about  it  by  word  of  mouth  but  now 
I  can  only  hint  it  to  you,  however  I  hope  you  will  weigh  the  Hint  and  make 
good  use  of  it.

rent  and  filing,  yet  some  times  by  cne  means  and  sometimes  by  another 
they  have  hitherto  been  procured  by  our  Dear  Lords’  kind  providence 
and  we  have  been  fed  at  wisdom’s  table,  we  scarce  to  knowr  how.  The  pres¬ 
ent  of  two  gineaus  from  my  Dear  Children  George  and  Mary  came  very 
seasonable  to  me  to  pay  some  debts  and  set  us  clear  once  more,  and  I 
heartily  thank  them  for  them. 


We  can  indeed  testifie  that  the  Earth  is  the  Lords  and  the  fulness 
thereof  and  we  put  our  cheerful  confidence  in  him  for  ye  future.  We  have 
our  health  in  general  tolerabbly  tho  I  have  sometime  the  rheumatism  so 
bad  as  to  disable  me  from  working. 

Your  sister  Esther  hath  still  an  agreeable  place  of  service  with  Mrs. 
Lym  in  Malmsburv.  She  is  still  single.  Your  Aunt  Betty  Spackman  is  dead 
but  your  Aunt  Wood  and  her  family  is  well.  We  go  still  to  hear  the  people 
among  the  Brethren  and  cur  hearts  adhere  to  our  Dear  Crucified  Saviour, 
and  vve  can  not  be  thankful  enough  that  we  can  behold  that  Lamb  of  God 
that  taketh  aw*av  the  sins  of  the  World  and  our  sins.  I  would  not  change 
my  happiness  in  him  for  the  King’s  Dominions.  He  is  my  constant  friend 
to  whom  I  fly  in  all  distress  and  in  him  I  am  happy  and  wish  you  all  my 
Dear  Children  may  be  the  same. 

I  have  thought  proper  to  write  you  this  all  in  one  letter  and  save 
expence.  Pray  give  my  dear  hearty  love  to  my  Dear  brother  and  sister  and 
their%  family.

During  the  Revolutionary  War  he  lost  much  of  his  property  by  the 
Hessians-— his  home  was  robbed  of  all  valuable  articles  that  they  could  con¬ 
fiscate;  his  silver  buckles  were  taken  from  his  breeches  and  shoes.  A 
gentle  horse  (  belonging  to  a  member  of  the  household)  easily  caught  in 
the  field  was  taken ;  one  not  to  be  caught  by  the  Red  Coats  was  left.  Among 
the  articles  taken  was  a  number  of  hcme-made  cheeses;  one  having  rolled 
under  the  bed  escaped  their  notice. 

After  suffering  these  hardships  the  father  put  his  feather  bed  on  his 
horse,  put  wife  and  baby  on  this  and  sought  a  more  thickly  settled  part  of 
the  valley. 

After  some  years  he  purchased  a  tract  of  land  in  East  Cain  Township, 
cleared  off  some  woodland  and  built  a  home;  here  he  raised  his  family  of 
eight  children.  After  some  years  he  added  to  this  property;  built  an  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  stone  house  he  lived  in,  also  a  large  stone  barn,  saw  mill  and 
other  improvements;  to  these  buildings  he  added  on  another  part  of  this, 
then,  large  tract,  a  large  stone  house  and  barn.

Miss  Esther  White,  who  frequently  visited  Rachel  (White)  Davis, 
-ays  that  her  sons  Thomas  and  Isaac  frequently  joked  her.  They  would  • 
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pick  her  up  and  carry  her  into  the  parlor  and  place  her  on  a  sofa.  When 
ike  protested,  because  of  her  work,  they  told  her  that  she  must  fold  her 
arms  and  be  a  lady  for  the  day. 

She  was  very  small.  Her  son  Thomas,  my  father  was  only  5  ft.  6in., 
while  all  his  children  were  taller,  my  sister  Margaret  5  ft.  8  in.,  my  brother 
Chester  about  5  ft.  101  o  inches  and  I  am  about  5  ft.  10  inches.

One  Line  of  the  Windle  Family 

Anthony  Jackson  cf  Lancashire,  England  emigrated  to  Ireland  in 
1649.  His  son  Isaac  born  in  1665,  married  Ann,  daughter  of  Roland  Evans 
of  the  county  of  Wicklow,  in  1696. 

They  came  to  America  in  1725,  and  settled  near  London  Grove,  Ches¬ 
ter  County,  Penna. 

They  were  farmers  and  weavers  and  very  active  Friends.  Their  fifth 
child  was  born  in  1705  and  was  named  Mary.  She  married  in  1733  Francis 
Windle.

Except  that  they  were  Friends  and  lived  in  Marlborough  Township,  we 
know  little  about  the  earlier  history  of  the  Windles.  They  had  nine  children 
the  oldest  of  whom  was  Thomas,  born  1734.  He  married  in  1765,  Abigail, 
daughter  of  William  and  Rachel  Wickersham.

He  married  Mary  (Pennell)  Lawrence,  widow  of 
Henry  Lawrence,  by  whom  Mary  had  had  three 
children,  William,  Thomas  D. ,  and  Mordecai.  - 
There  was  no  issue  from  Reece  Heacock.

Jesse  was  here  in  1799  when  he  gave  (for  five 
shillings)  land  3x4  perches  for  a  school  at  the 
northeast  corner  of  said  22  acres.  One  of 
the  trustees  who  made  this  purchase  was  Joseph 
Davis,  son  of  Lewis  Davis,  son  of  John  (Ashnead's 
Hist,  of  Del.  Co.)  As  of  1846-1833  this  school 
was  known  and  used  as  Haver ford  Seminary  No.  2. 
The  building  stood  until  1922  at  the  corner  of 
Eagle  and  Steel  Roads.  The  date  stone  is  now 
Inside  Ilanoa  School,  Hanoa  Road,  Iiaverford 
Township  (Del.  Co.  Deed  Bk.  E,  p.  656).  From 
1801-1803  Jesse  took  care  of  the  Friends

There 
appears  to  be  no  record  of  who  placed  these 
better,  durable  grave  markers.  Harriet  was  the 
sister  of  Malvina  (Vaughn)  Lindsay  and  John  W. 
Vaughn,  who  died  7-17-1885.  Harriet  (Vaughn) 
and  Joseph  Davis  had  a  son,  J.  Lewis  Davis*  who 
purchased  55  acres  in  Haverford  (College  Ave.  and 
Coopertov/n  Rd. )  of  John  Vaughn’s  (deceased)  land.

conclusion 


Mine  has  been  a  search  for  Davis  descendants, 
as  I  wished  to  compare  any  records  these  might 
have  with  the  things  that  I  have  learned,  before 
writing  a  history  of  the  Davis  family  and  Davis 
land  In  this  area.  Since  they  occupied  this  land 
for  132  years  and  since  there  wore  so  many  of  them, 
one  would  think  that  it  would  be  a  simple  matter.
